Senator Anous CAMERON, of Wisconsin, 
when his term expired, announced that he 
would not be a candidate for reélection, and, 
after a sharp struggle. Mr. Philetus Sawyer 
secured the prize. Soon afterwards Matt 
Carpenter died, leaving four years of unex- 
pired term. Thereupon Angus reconsidered 
his intention to retire from the Senate, and 
concluded that he would like to remain in 
that body four ye@rs longer to help Garfield’s 
Administration. He returned home, laid 
siege to the Legislature, stormed the fort, 
and captured it at the point of the bayonet,— 
Scotch style of doing things. 

In 1875, when Carpenter’s first term as Sen- 
ator expired, he was under a cloud in Wis- 
consin on account of his Credit-Modilſer and 
salary-grab transactions, and bitter hostility 
to Civil-Service reform, which he ridicu- 
lously proclaimed to be unconstitutional! 
The consequence was, Mr. Cameron was 
elected by the fusion of eighteen bolting 
Republicans and fifty-one Democrats over 
Mr. Carpenter, who was then the regular 
nominee of the Republican caucus. Mr. 
Cameron has made a faithful and consistent 
Senator, and his six years’ service in Wash- 
ington will be of substantial service to him. 
His new term will expire in 1885. 

The Journal says that The Democrats 
were induced to support Cameron in 1875 for 
Senater because it was believed that he had 
accepted a liberal platform which had been 
telegraphed him at La Crosse; but it after- 
wards proved that Cameron never saw it 
until after his election, and that Mr. Losey, 
Cameron’s law-partner and a Democrat, had 
accepted it for him in his absence.” 


BLAINE’S OPPORTUNITY. 

Mr. Blaine is not a statesman likely to seek 
that retirement from public view, that quasi 
out-of-sight-out-of-mind obscurity, which a 
place in the Cabinet might afford. He is not 
compelled by necessity, political or personal, 
nor does he as a matter of taste retire from 
Congress to the Cabinet for rest from the 
active consideration of public affairs in 
which he has always taken a conspicuous 
part. On the contrary, Mr. Blaine becomes 
Secretary of State in Garfield’s Administra- 
tion that he may find a greater and a wider 
fiela of active and progressive statesmanship 
than is afforded in the Senate or the House. 
It is more than likely that the State Depart- 
ment during the next four years will furnish 
more activity to National politics than it has 
for halt a century, 

Mr. Blaine has an opportunity for accom- 
plishing a great American international com- 
mercial system, without precedent in its 
magnitude and incomparable in its great 
benefits. 

On the north of the present limits of the 
United States are the British provinces, ex- 
tending from the Atlantic to the Pacific, 
most of which are Included in the Dominion 
of Canada. To the south of us lies unfortu- 
nate, poor, and feeble Mexico, and beyond 
this to the isthmus the smaller States in- 
cludéd in the Central American group. 
Southeast of us lie the Spanish West Indian 
Islands, fertile and productive, and to which 
the people of this country pay large tribute. 
These several States, from Hudson’s Bay 
to the Isthmus of Panama, naturally form 
what may be called an exclusively American 
system, not merely political, but in the mat- 
ter of natural products and reciprocal com- 
mercial interests. They have varied climates 
and @roductions, speak varions languages, 
have different habits, customs, forms of gov- 
ernment and religions, but they have an 
identity of inte®ests, the same absence of 
serious European alliances, the strongest in- 
‘ducements for the closest commercial rela- 
tions, and have essentially the common feel- 
ing that as against the rest of the world they 
should be a unit. 

No one not a madman proposes that these 
States should be consolidated, or that the 
United States should annex them, either by 
force, by negotiation, or otherwise.

Twenty years ago tne man would have been 
pronounced insane who had proposed that a 
Canadian postal-stamp should carry a letter 
through the mails of the United States; now 
the stamp of any of the civilized Governments 
of the world will carry a letter free of other 
charge to the uttermost limits of the earth. 
To propose now and to carry inte execu tion 
an extension of the American inter-State 
free-trade commeree to the British Posses- 
sions at the north, and a liberal reciprocity 
treaty witli Mexico and the Central Amer- 
lan States, is no more visionary and is de- 
cidedly more practicable than was the now 
world-wide Postal Union a few years ago. 
The time for such a continental, inter- 
State, free-trade system of exchanges is em- 
inently propitious. More than twenty-five 


-years ago, the present State of Texas was 
foreibly wrenched from Mexico by a revolu- 


tion conducted entirely by Americans who 
had settled there. Subsequently the United 
States made Texas a part of the Union, and 
then waged war on Mexico; the result of the 
war was the spollation of Mexico of immense 
portions of her remaining territory. That 
unfortunate country, torn by domestic dis- 
sensions, sold and betrayed by popular lead- 
ers, with her industries paralyzed by chronic 
civil war, has always entertained strong re- 
sentment towards this country, and cherished 
deep distrust ot our people. The onece-fa- 
vored scheme for the conquest of Mexico, 
that room might be made for the extension 
of slavery, perished with slavery. No one 
now desires to conquer a foot of Mexican 
soll. The conquest that is sought is in the 
line of peacetul commerce. American cap- 
ital is now buildimg railroads into Mexico, 
ewhich rallroads are to penetrate that country 
just as they do an American State, reaching 
forward to every locality, every port, and 
every productive centre in the land, seeking 
a market in which to sell and in which to 
buy. Two lines of railway are now under 
way, —one crossing the boundary at El Paso, 
and moving down to the Pacific coast; the 
other extending through Texas, and pushing 
through the more densely populated States 
direct to the City of Mexico. 


For what is this money to be expended? 
To establish trade and commerce? Let us 
see how and on what terms we can trade 
with Mexico. At present, under the tariff of 
Mexico, a duty will be levied on all Ameri- 
can, goods crossing the boundary, and also a 
duty to the State the train first enters. As 
the train bearing the goods reaches the 
boundary of the next State another tax is 
collected, and so on. Every time the goods 
are moved from one State over the line of 
another State a new duty is collected. By 
the time the goods reach to any extent into 
the country the National, the State, and even 
the municipal tariffs have so swollen the 
cost that there are but few persons in Mexico 
able to purchase them. So when Mexico has 
anything to sell, each State and each munici- 
pality, as well as the National Government, 
levies and collects an export duty on all that 
goes out, and by the time Mexican goods 
would reach the American boundary their 
cost would become too great to admit of any 
one buying them here. To talk of expend- 
img several hundred millions of American 
money to build railroads through Mexico to 
establish a trade between this and that coun- 
try so long as Mexico has a prohibitory 
tariff system such as we have mentioned is 
out of the question. 

Now, if Mr. Blaine will accomplish a refor- 
mation of these obstacies resulting in the 
freest exchange of commodities between all 
tates and provinces of North America, 
either by the extension north and south of 
the American inter-State free-trade system, 
or by an international arrangement of duties, 
uniform and common to this and to all these 
adjoining countries, he will accomplish for 
himself imperishable credit and have gained 
for his country and for the people of the 
neighboring States benefits which will be 
enduring. He will practically establish a 
perpetual peace on this continent. He will 
bind these sixty or more millions of people 
in the strong links of commercial amity; he 
will cement the feeling of Americanism, and, 
while necessarily producing no change or 
disturbance in their political governments, 
he will practically unite them all, com- 
mercially, into that ocean-bound Republic” 
which was once supposed could only be ac- 
complished by the foree of arms. 


IRISH. LAND-REFORM POSTPONED. 

The cable-dispatches state that the pros- 
pects of the Irish Land bill are becoming des- 
perate. The Pall Mali Gazette, which is the 
organ of the advanced Liberals, and the Lon- 
don Times of the Moderates, agree in th 
opinion that no land bill will be pressed. 
There are several reasons for believing the 
evil news to be true, It is doubtful, in the 
first place, whether the Gladstone Govern- 
ment has any earnest desire to press the 
question of Irish land-reform further at this 
session. The bulk of the Cabinet are feudal! 
landlords. The ruling classes in England 
are hostile to the whole buSiness of land- 
reform, or lower rents, or better tenures for 
the farmers. The regular business of Par- 
liament has been postponed to force through 
the Coercion bill, and is now banked up in a 
formidable way behind the obstru&tion which 
that harsh, cruel measure met with in its en- 
actment. Parlament has been in session 
three months, and yet not one stroke of ordi- 
nary public business has beer transacted. 
The budget has not been presented. . The 
supply bills have not been introduced. None 
of the measures of municipal or fiscal re- 


form which Gladstone promised to accom-, 


plish has been so much as considered. The 
pressure of local Interests on the Govern- 
ment to get it out of the labyrinth into which 
it has strayed must be well-nigh irresistible. 

If the Government were ever so much dis- 
posed to press the Land bill to an early vote, 
itmight not be able to do so. Evidences 
mhitiply that the Tory leaders have been 
playing an exceedingly deep game during all 
the discussion of the Coercion law and the 
Disarming bill, and the rule by which busi- 
ness may in future bedeclared urgent. They 
have combined with the Liberals in all the 
votes which had for thair object the suppres- 
sion of tenant-farmer combination in Ire- 
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merely for the sake of kill- 

ing time. It will no longer be 80 
considered. The Tories would unques- 
thonably use against Mr. Gladstone, if 
driven to it, precisely the weapons which 
the Parneliites employed so long against the 
combined forces of the Liberals and Con- 
servatives. The urgency rule, it will be ob- 
served, is cunningly contrived to hit if it's a 
deer but miss if it’s a calf.{ The trish in this 
ease are the deer, and the English Conserva- 
tives the calves. The urgency rule doesn't 
hit the latter. To declare urgency it is re- 
quired that at least 800 members shall vote, 
and three-fourths ot those voting must be in 
favor of stepping debate before it can be so 
ordered. Such a majority can never be ob- 
tained against either of the regular parties. 
The Irish members are said to be so 
eonscjous of the prejudices against Ireland 
and the intentions of the majority in Parlia- 
ment, or at least of all the Conservative 
minority, to postpone action on the Land 
bill, that aconciliatory course in the Commit- 
tee on Supply ia contemplated. We fear 
that this act of tardy submission will not 
have the effect hoped for. The English 
landowners will require stronger in- 
ducements than the conciliatory conduct 
of a few Irishmen in Parliament to 
induce them to give up their grip on the im- 
poverished peasantry of the country. By all 
appearances the last condition of the Irish 
tenantry will be worse than the first. The 
Tories have got all they want from Gladstone 


on the Irish question. With the Ogercion act 


and the Disarming act they feel themselves 
fully able to rack-rent and crush the tenant 
farmers,—to put down boycotting, and apply 
the modern thumbscrews to all their delin- 
quent tenants. So the work of eviction, ex- 
tortion, and plunder will go on. The rich 
will be made richer, and the poor poorer; and 
the crime of poverty will be punished in 
Iretand more severely than ever. But to all 
propositions of land-reform they will answer, 
as Felix did to Paul: Go thy way for this 
time; when I have a convenient season 1 
will call for thee.” 

Gladstone and his supporters will perhaps 
say that they have redeemed their promises 
when they have introduced a bill and have 
failed to obtain consideration for it. But 
they must be conscious, in that case, that 
they have broken the word of promise to the 
hope, though they may have kept it to the 
ear. The work in Ireland will be but halt 
done; and singularly enough that half will 
be in the interest of rich oppressors against 
the weak and wretched masses, This will 
be indeed but a sorry conclusion to the mag- 
nificent program of justice to all men with 
which the Liberal policy for Ireland was in- 
troduced at the beginning of the session.

THE AMERICAN. FISHERIES. 

In connection with the «appropriation of 
$108,000 made by the Forty-sixth Congress 
for the building of a seagoing steamer for 
the use of the United States Fish Commis- 
sion, Prof. Baird, under whose supervision 
the steamer will be built, has made a very 
interesting statement of the advantages ex- 
pected to be derived from the appropriation. 
The Professor defines these advantages un- 
der three general heads 1. The accurate 
location of our fishing grounds, the kinds ot 
bait most attractive, and the best methods of 
fishing. 2. The discovery and definition of 
new fishing grounds which undoubtedly ex- 
ist. 3. An inquiry inte the winter abodes of 
many of our fish, such as mackerel, menha- 
den, bluefish, and other species; and the in- 
stitution of rellef to our fishermen from de- 
pendence upon Canadian waters, either for 
fish or for bait. 

In the course of his report, Prof. Baird 
gives an extremely interesting illustration of

The diminution of the inshore fishing, es- 
pecially in the case of the halibut, one of the 
most important fish in the market, and the 
degiine in the inshore fisheries consequent 
thereupon, add great importance to the 
work of this Commission. Cod and halibut 
are both gradually disappearing, not in num- 
bers, but from their old localities, and con- 
sequently their new abodes should be dis- 
covered, On the Southern coast also there 
is need of investigation. The sea-bass and 
red-snapper are known to exist in vast 
quantities, while a few localities only are 
known. In the Gulf of Mexico and on the 
Pacific coast there are valuable and almost 
inexhaustible stores of fish, and yet the best 
fishing-grounds are not known. An inci- 
dental result of winter explorations off the 
Middle and Southern coasts of the United 
States will be in all probability the discov- 
ery of the present winter grounds of certain 
fishes that are abundant near the shores only 
in summer, but whieh for from four to six 
months are absent in entirely unknown win- 
ter quarters,“ says Prof. Baird, including 
such fish as the mackerel, bluefish, men- 
haden, swordfish, horse mackerel, shad, 
salmon, and Spanish mackerel. 
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troduction of u new method of cod-ishing 
American

destined to work an important change. This 
is the Norwegian system of taking codfish by 
means ot gill-nets with glass floais. Hereto- 
fore the capture of codfish has been depend- 
ent upon the supply of bait, which had to be 
‘obtained by resort to the British Provinces.

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FAIR PLAY IN BUTTER. 

The oleomargarine dealers and manufact- 
urers have taken the bull boldly by the horns, 
and in a long contribution to the New York 
Times defend their product and claim that it 
is superior to creamery-butter. They assert 
that, being greatly superior to the latter 


driven much of it from the market, and 
hence the hostility of the pure butter men, 
and that it ts not inimical to the dairy inter- 
est except as the dairy interest is understood 
to be meant the dealers in the common 
grades ot butter. Oleomargarine butter, 
which is the oil from perfectly fresh beef 
suet, free from animal tissue or other im- 
purity,. churned together with pure fresh 
milk, is, we claim, a food article of positive 
merit,” say these déalers,—a rather violent 
assumption in these days when perfectly 
fresh beef suet and pure fresh milk are rare 
articles. Assuming, however, that it is made 
of these things in their perfection, the dealers 
go on to fortify their assertions with the 
affidavits of a dozen or more chemists, Pro- 
fessors, and prominent members of Boards 
of Health, as well as of a large number of 
the members of the New York Produce Ex- 
change. The substance of these affidavits is 
to the effect that the oleomargarine butter 
made by the Mége process is perfectly whole- 
some, and healthy, and palatable; that there 
is no sanitary objection to the unrestricted 
manufacture and sale of it; that it does not 
become rancid, and is free from the objec- 
tionable taste and odor of much of the butter 
sold in the market; and that, while it may not 
enter into competition with the finest grades 
of grass-butter, it will serve to drive the 
poorer qualities out of the market, and in 
this respect will be a benefit. The defense 
of the manufacturers closes with the follow- 
ing declaration ; 


The name, oleomargarine, is fixed by statu 
enactment. If such legisiation ve constitution 
and this we have not questioned, the product 
cannot be legally manufactured except under 
. ist name. It is thus, obviously,

This is fair, so far as it goes. As its man- 
ufacture under its own name is recognized 
by statute, no one can complain if the pack- 
ages are properly marked when it is exported 
and offered for sale. It is a little curious, 
however, that dealers should prefer to be dis- 
honest and sell oleomargarine as creamery 
batter if it is purer, better, and more whole- 
some. The hostility to oleomargarine has 
not arisen because it is oleomargarine, but 
because it has been sold as genuine butter at 
low prices, and has, therefore, not only inter- 
fered with the sale of genuinc butter, but the 
dealers have palmed off upon unsuspecting 
buyers an article which they did not want. 
It makes very little difference what oleomar- 
garine is or how many affidavits are made to 
its excellence. What the public desire is to 
know what they are buying, and when people 
ask for the genuine old-fashioned butter they 
don’t want oleomargarine palmed off on 
them as such. Just so soon as dealers and 
manufacturers are honest enough to desig- 
nate every package of their product so that 
its character is known, there will be no hos- 
tility to it, for the buyer then buys at his 
own risk, knows what he is buying, and has 
no ground for eomplaint.

Loxpox, March 10.—A deputation of the 
Liverpool Incorporated Chamber of Com- 
merce yesterday held a conference with Lord 
Hartington, Secretary of State for India, and 
presented a memorial urging the Govern- 
ment to appoint a commission to represent 
England, and especially India, at the Mone- 
tary Conference.

The 
most prominent of the many schemes advocat- 
ed was what is known as the Meigs patent,—a 
single rail resting on pillars, and therefore oc- 
cupying but little space on the strect,—the 
wheeis clinching che rail and connecting with 
the car at an angle of forty-tive degress. Public 
and legislative sentiment is such that there is 
little possibility of the defeat of the Com- 
mittee's report. The Committee say that the 
use of the streets for elevated roads would 
be obstructive to genesal travel on the common 
highway, dangerous to the.public, a damage to 
the property, and an encrvachment upon the 
rights of private citizens whose estates abut 
upon the bighway, and who are in most cases 
the owaers of the land under the surface of the 
streets; not justiued by law, not required by any 
imperative necessity. If there are any special 
advantages in elevated railreads over surface 
steam roads, there is no sufficient provision by 
law in the general Raiiroad Act for building 
them elsewhere tuun longitudinally througu the 
public highways. 

There was a sharp debate in the Legislature 
to-day over the enactment of the bill to allow 
Sunday trains to run over the road owned by 
the State, which cunnects with the Hoosac Tun- 
nel. A protest signed by more than 1,500 minis- 
ters and business-men was presented, but as it 
was shown that connections could not be made 
with Western trains if the bili tailed to pass, and 
that the State property would suffer thereby, the 
bill passed its final stage by a goad majority.

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 6.—The grand his- 
torical pageant which marked the inauguration 
of James A. Garfield as the twentieth President 
of the United States is among the things of the 
past, although many of the decorations remain, 
and uniforms abound on the avenues and 
streets. It was truly a magnificent deufonstra- 
tion, although we have not yet learned 
the art in which the old Romans and 
the modern French are so famous—of getting 
up effective demonstrations for the delight of 
the populace. A comparatively small expense 
would bave placed in the procession repre- 
sentations of the various cailings which pro- 
mote the prosperity of the Republic whose 
Chief Magistrate was being inaugurated. We 
might have had on piatform-cars a reaping- 
machine, plows and ocultivators, a printing- 
press,a loom,a smithery,a bakery, a cooper- 
shop, sewing- machines, and the implements and 
machines of other 

PROMINENT INDUSTRIAL PURSUITS, 

presenting in rapid succession many brilliant 
and striking combinations like those of a huge 
kaleidoscope. The only industry represented, 
however, was shipbuilding, the mechanics at 
the Navy-Yard having a full-rigged craft on 
wheels. But the sword was prominent. The 
streets of the metropolis resounded with the 
beating of drums, and the avenue echoed with 
the stirring notes of brass bands, while forests 
of bayonets glittered on every hand. reminding 
many ot the grand reviews “When Johnny 
came marching home.” Pennsylvania sent a 
whole divisin, uniformiy attired and armed, 
with three days’ cooked rations; and Llinois, 
Michigan, and Ohio were gallantly represented.

Sherif Mann yesterday prepared a set of 
rules for the government of those confined in 
the jail, copies of which were pasted in 
the cells. They are as follows: 

Firest—The vaiuables and articles taken from 
you upon entering the jail will be returned upoa 
your order if they are required by you for le- 
gitimate purposes. 

Second—You will retire as early as 10:30 o'clock 
p. m., and rise at 7:0 a. m., when you will wash 
and get ready for breakfast, which will be 
served at 8 o'clock. At 80 a. m. you will make 
up your berth and sweep and dust your ceil, 
which must be kept clean at all times. and free 
from stale food, oid clothes, and papers. 

Third—You must not mark or scratch, nor 
paste pictures or papers of any kind upon the 
walls of your ceil, nor on any partof the jail, or 
fixtures thereif. 

Fuurth— You will be allowed only the prescribed 
amount of clothing and fixtures in your ceil.

He set to work, apparently, to organize his 
company, securing sume dormaunt talent in the 
form of amateurs, who spouted, mouthed, and 
sawed the air about Miss Schwertfuhrer's prem- 
ises at rehearsils in some such biood- 
and-thunder pieces as Red- Hand- 
ed Robbers of the Rhine, ete. Thrili- 
ing situaudons. startiing effects, and 
happy denouements, as the piay-bills say, were 
to throw the country people on “the cireuit” 
into spasms of excitement.

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THE OLD POST-OFFICE. 
PLANS OF THE FIRST NATIONAL. 

The old Post-Office Building, now Haver ly's 
Theatre, which is a solid and standing monu- 
ment of the great fire of 1871, will be vacated 
May 1 by J. H. Haverly, its preseut lessee, and 
then Mr. Burling, the architect, will take it in 
hand and recunstruct it for the First National 
Bank, which will occupy it in about a year. 
Plans oe now being drawn at Mr. Burling’s 
rooms for the improvement and enlargement of 
the building.

It was at first thought best to tear 
resent structure and erect a new 
one, but t has been abandoned. because it 
would require too much time. The walls of the 
building will need a great deal of repairing and 

toumg. espedially on the west side, where the 
re cracked the stones. 

It is proposed to put jackscrews under the 
heuvy structure and raise it about six feet, so 

present first floor will be nine feet from 
the und level. Then two stories are to be 
added on top of the building, and the roof 
and facades are to be finished off so that a 
fine and imposing edifice will take the 
lace of the present historical one. The 
gement will be available for offices, and the 
building will be five stories birh. or 100 feet 
above the ground,—thirty. more than it is now. 
Some of the vault work in the bank building 
on the corner of Washington and State streets 
wil probably be moved to the Post-Otice Build- 
ing, where new and secure vauits will be con- 
structed. 

The first floor of the reconstructed building 
will be occupied by the bank, and the other 
floors will be let out. The total cost of the work 
is estimated at 8100. 000. 

The alley north of the building is at present 
thirty-six feet wide, and the lot extends twenty- 
six feet beyond the building. It is proposed 
also to lengthen out the structure twenty-two 
feet, which would give an alieyway fourteen 
feet wide. 

The bank is now anxious to buy the property 
rather than to lease it, and bas made a proposi- 
tion tothe Board of Education to that effect.

A SHOWER OF STONES. 


BURSTING OF A MILL-STONE—SEVERAL PER- 
SONS BADLY INJURED. 

A burr-stone which will neither crack nor 
burst is somethmg unknown to the miller's 
craft. A large one, forty-eight inches in di- 
ameterand about afoot thick, used in grind- 
ing corn at the Northwestern Mills, Nos. 
2 and 2 Desplaines street, burst at 
4:30 yesterday afternoon, and thereby the pro- 
prietor, August Fischer, and three others were 
quite severely injured. The explosion does not 
appear to have been one of great violence, else 
some of the men would have been killed out- 
right. The stone is in tbe first run, 
just inside and to the left of a 
door which connects the front’ building 
or store with the miil proper. At the time men- 
tioned Mr. Fischer was standing upon a plat- 
form only a few feet away from the stone; Joha 
Bicthperger, miller, was employed in dressing a 
stone scurcely four feet away; Theodore 
Biekele, miller. was busy upon another rut: and 
Mr. J. HM. Taylor, with the firm of John Rankin & 
Co., at No. r Washington street, was standing 
talking to Mr. Fischer. Other empioyés were 
in the immediate vicinity, but the above men- 
tioned were the only ones injured. The stone 
wus making at the time from 200 to 275 revoiu- 
tions per minute, and burst into pieces * wee 
from ten to fifty pounds. On very large 

jece struck Mr. Fischer just above the 
eft Knee, causing a compound fracture of 
the tibia, which was shattered in threo 
pieces at the point of contact. Smaller 
pieces struck bim also, causing very painful but 
not dangerous injuries. The Drs. Otto. who 
were early upon the scene, think de will re- 
cover, but it will be a long time before he 18 
aguin able to be about. He was taker to 
his bome, No. 28 Desplaines street. Bicth- 
berger had both his legs broken below 
the knees, one so badiy that the broken 
ends of the bones protruded through the flesh. 
He must bave been struck by several pieces 
also, as he was badly bruised about the legs, and 
his boots were literally torn from his feet. He 
is a young man of 26 years, unmarried, and was 
taken to the County Hospital by the police 
patrol of West Lake Street Station. The hos- 
pital surgeons.at first thought one leg would 
have to be amputated, but they finally gon- 
cluded to try and save it. 

Theodore Biekele, % years of age, was struck 
in the mouth by a small fragment which 
kuocked out several teeth, and was badly 
bruised and injured interally by being 
struck with other fragments, and by being 
thrown Violentiy against some timber supports. 
He is a married man, with a wife and one child 
living at No.7 Augusta street, whither be was 
taken. The extent of bis injurics is not pos- 
tively known, but they are not thought to b

WILD RUMORS CONNECTED WITH THE CASE. 

Ellen Stack, a servant employed in the house- 
hold of C. L. Bowler, 475 Marshfield avenue, died 
suddenly at 1 o’cieck yesterday morning under 
circumstances which have given rise to a num- 
ber of rumors.

She had been in 
habit of consulting the latter. and substitu 
the name of Beebe, because the folks with whom 
she lived repeatedly advised her to have noth- 
ing more to do with Dr. Cream. A post-mortem 
examination made during the day by County- 
Physician Bluthardt showed that death was 
caused by collapse following spasmodic colic. 

Dr. Cream is.not at all satistied with the treat- 
ment the case has received, and says that, from 
all he has been able to r, 
young woman was poisoned, but 
what manner he not know. 
He acknowledges that she visited him Wednes- 
duy * She then exhibited all the * 
toms of small-pox, save that no rash under t 
skin was visible. He vaccinated her and gave 
her two E ingredients of which 
were as follows: No. 1—Diluted nitro-muriatic 
acid, two drachms; fluid extract of 
dandelion, one ounce; sirup of lemons, 
14g ounces, and enough water added to make a 
six-ounce mixture. This was to be taken in 
twelve doses, at the rate of three per day. No.2 
—Calomel, 7% grains; white sugar, 7% graios. 
This was put up in capsules, and was to be 
taken nightly before retiring. These prescrip- 
tions were tilled at the * of Frank Pyatt, 
corner of Throop and M n streets. The doctor 
lays particular stress on the fact that these 
medicines cannot be found, and, notwithsanding 
inquiry as to what became of them been 
made in all quarters, no one has yet been found 
who can throw any light upon the subject. He 
hopes that the inquest will be held at an early 
day and the case thoroughly investigated.

HOUSE. 
DOING ITS OWN PRAYING. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., March 10.—The Rev. 
Mr. Morgan, the venerable Democratic 
member from Moultrie, inaugurated the 
practice of home-made prayers this morning. 
A simpler, better, and in all ways more ap- 
propriate appeal to the Throne of Grace has 
not been made since the session began. 

COMMITTEE VERDICTS. 

The Committee on Appropriations recom- 
mended the passage of the bills reimbursing 
the Cities of Anna and Shawnetown for 
money expended in quarantinine Agalnst 
yeliow-fever in 1879. The Committee also 
reported favorably on the claim of the widow 
and children of the patriot Stelgebomer, 
another victim of an explosion bya State 
gun. 

The Committee on Claims remembered with 
favor the claims of a couple of more cannon 
victims. 

The Judiciary Committee unloaded a big 
batch of reports, the more important of which 
have already been telegraphed. Among them 
was the unanimous report in favor of 

PARISH’S JUSTICE-OF-THE-PEACE BILL. 

The Revenue Committee reported unfavor- 
ably on the Linegar bill to tax the gross re- 
ceipts of railroads, telegraph, express, and 
insurance companies. 

Linegar presented a minority report, and 
the two were made a special order for Thurs- 
day next at 11 o’clock. 

A large number of other committee reports 
were received, including that of the Commit- 
tee on Municipal Affairs, administering a 
death blow to West Fark Commissioner Wil- 
cox's scheme to increase the tax levy for 
park purposes on the West Side; two by the 
Committee on Corporations recommending 
the passuge of the DeLang Pool bill and the 
Veile bill declaring the benevolent-codpera- 
tive insurance companies not subject to the 
insurance laws of the State; and 

THE WET-BLANKET FINDING 
of the Committee on Railroads in re the Tom 
Mitchell resolution asking for seven distinct 
and separate bills to cover alleged abuses on 
the part of the railroads. The reports, in- 
cluding the last, were duly concurred in. 

The Committee on Rules sat down on a 
resolution offered by White, of Cook, mak- 
ing committee reports the regular order the 
first thing every morning. 

Sullivan, of Cook, offered a resolution pro- 
viding for one session a day, beginning Mon- 
day next,from 9 a. m. until 1 p.m. The 
rules were suspended and the subject thrown 
open for general discussion. The average 
legislator was, apparently opposed to ex- 
changing the afternoon sessions, already pro- 
vided for, for morning sessions beginning at 
the early hour of 9 o0’clock, and the resolu- 
tion finally went over for one day under the 
rules. 

Martin, of White, pushed through his bill 
making the present January and June terms 
of the Circuit Court of White County chan- 
cery terms only, and providing for a chan- 
cery and criminal term for March. 

APOTHECARIES OF HIGH DEGREE. 

The House then got back to the regular or- 
der of bills on second reading, the pending 
measure being the Pharmacy bill, which was 
left somewhere between wind and water by 
Wednesday’s adjournment. 

Bitner, of Carroll, moved to amend Sec. 4 
so as to provide that licentiates in pharmacy

people, whose interests were being attacked, 
had nobody to lobby for them, and nothing 
to spend in the way of fees. 

The amendment was lost. A number of 
others went the same way, while a few un- 
important ones, designed 
RATHER TO PERFECT THAN TO LOAD DOWN 
the bill, were adopted. One extended the 
time of registration under the act from sixty 
days to three months. Another provided 
that a “registered assistant’s”’ certificates 
shall not entitle him to engage in business 
on his own account unless he shall have had 
at least five years’ practical experience in 
pharmacy at the time of the passage of the 
act, 


}Y Another amendment provided for a return 


of the applicant’s money in case of a failure 
to pass a satisfactory examination. The sec- 
tion allowing the cross-roads physicians to 
sell patent medicines provoked considerable 
discussion, but was finally adopted, with an 
amendment giving them the right to keep 
open store if they choose. 

The prohibition section was no sooner read 
than at least balf-a-dozen of 
THE PROHIBITION FANATICS IN THE HOUSE 
jumped to their feet ready with amendments. 
The section itself reads as follows: 

Sec. 14. Pharmacists registered as herein pro- 
vided shall have the richt to keep and seil. under 
such restrictions as are herein provided, all 
drugs, medicines, and perscriptions authorized 
by the Pharmacopoeia and Dispensatory of the 
United States or other countries as of recog- 
nized medicinal utility; provided, that nothing 
herein contained shall be construed to exempt 
any registered pharmacist who shall retail, 
soll. or give away any spirituous, or vinous, or 
mult liquors for other than solely medicinal pur- 
poses from the penalties provided for violation 
of the act entitled “An act to provide for the 
licensing of and against the evils arising from 
the sale of intoxicatmg liquors.” approved 
March 30, 1874, and, in addition thereto, his cer- 
tificate or registration may be revoked; but he 
shail not be lable in a civil or criminal acuon 
when such sale or gift-is made in good faith for

REGULATING INSURANCE COMPANIES. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

CaicaGco, March 10.—Mr. Callon, a Demo- 
cratic statesman from Jacksonville, proposes 
to “regulate the liabilities” of insurance 
companies, and to this end has introduced a 
bill in thie Senate, the first section of which 
reads as follows: 


That in all suits brought upon policies of in- 
surance against loss or damage by fire hereafter 
issued or renewed the defendant shall not be 


| rmitted to deny that the rty insured 
they had a right | Seen 1 * W. a 


thereby was worth at the time of the uing of 
the policy the full amount insured thereunder 
on said property, and in case f the total loss of 


the property insured the measure of damages shall 


be the amount for which the same was insured. less 
whatever depreciation in value the property 
may have sustained between the time of the 
issuing of the policy and the time of the loss,— 
and the burden of proving such depreciation 
shall be upon the defendant, etc. 


By one of the curious coincidentes attend- 
ing much of the legislation of the class to 
which this bill belongs, a bare majority of a 
bare quorum considered this bill and recom- 
mended its passage. 

It would be difficult to conceive of a more 
hideous monstrosity in legislation than what 
is proposed in this bill. Some half-dozen 
years since the State of Wisconsin, in the 
heat of the “Granger” frenzy, enacted a law 
providing that, in case of the total destrac- 
tion of an insured building, the amount writ- 
ten in the policy should be deemed the meas- 
ure of damages. Even this attempt to “ reg- 
ulate the liabilities’ of insurance companies, 
according to the official report of the Com- 
missioner of Insurance for that State, has

ARSON AND INCENDIARISM. 

It is moreover condemned by the Governor 
of that State in his late inaugural in the

„encourages over-insurance and consequent 
incendiarism,” and “ offers a reward for 
rascality.”

THE EXTENT TO WHICH FRAUD WOULD BE 

POSSIBLE 
under such a law is absolutely bewildering. 
A wholesale house in the habit of carrying 
large stocks could run its insurance to $1,000,- 
000, and, when three-fourths or nine-tenths 
of the stock had been disposed of, could burn 
the remainder and claim the whole sum in- 
sured, and any attempt to show fraud in ob- 
taining the insurance would be absolutely 
futile. 

The titleof this bill is signifieant. It would 
„ regulate the liabilities of fire insurance com- 
panies with a vengeance; so much so that 
no prudent and reputable company would 
even think of assuming a liability on personal 
property should this bill become a law, and 
all the vast mereantile and personal property 
interests in this State would be compelled to 
go unprotected, or else pay an enormous 
price for the five-fold hazard that would at- 
tach to the business as a whole under such a 
statute. Should it become a law, Senator 
Callon himself would not find a responsible 
insurance company that would insure his 
own household goods!

UNITED GROCERS. 


A Prospective Combination in Phila- 
delphia to Maintain Prices and Check 
Bad Creditse—The Cutting in Sagar— 
Meform in the Sealing of Weights 
and Measures and Other Evtis. 

Philadetphia Times, March 6. 

Within a month or so the grocers of St. Louis 
and Detroit banded together, and last week 
Camden saw an organization effected in the in- 
terest of tea, and sugar, and soap. It is esti- 
mated that there are 3,556 grocery stores in this 
city, owned in whole or part by some 5,000 indi- 
viduals, and it is argued that, if united, these 
dispensers of the sweets of life might make 
themselves a power before which the legislator 
or the magistrate would tremble whose course 
of conduct was hostile to commercial interests. 
Unfortunately, the members of the trade have 
hitherto been as a house divided against itself, 
and effort to bring them firmly together 
was felt to be futile, but just now all 
the weaker or more contentious having fallen 
into the meshes of bankruptcy a moment 


of comparative peace has arrived, and advan- 
tage is to be taken of it for thehindering of 


further disagreements. Strange as it may seem, 


the product of the cane has always been the 
bone of contention. It is said that it constitutes 
a full third of ev groceryman’s business. It 
is the leading artiele of the trade, and yet it has 
for years past been a source, not of profit, but of 
absolute loss. It bas been u 


po the difference and the ex 
ousing and handling being all 
covered by extra profits on other articles. ‘This 
system continues even at this day, though by 
all accounts it prevalis less ruinousiy than a 
year or so ago, but even nowa firm on Seven- 
teenth streét offers as good a pound of tea for 
50 cents as can be got anywhere at price, 
and gives besides a present of two pounds of 
grauulated sugar. The tea that first-rate houses 
sell at 50 cents costs 3) to 36, and the sugar 
costs at least nine cents 11 pound. 
#0 the profit that can be made on the transac- 
tion is easily calculated. Other goods in which 
“cutting” contes:s frequentiy occur are 
proprietary articles, where the buyer can be 
ubsolutely sure of the quality of the article 
which he buys. A person will hesitate to take 
nt 4) cents a tea alleged to be as good as the 
average 30 cent quality, but be will not hesitate 
to buy cheap soap or can goods that beara 
well-known trade-mark, and so the prices of 
these articles have from time to time been 
ruinously reduced to serve the ends of advertis- 
ing or drawing custom to individual houses, 
Now one of the principal objects of meeting on 
Tuesday night is to check, if possible, this sort 
of competition. It is argued that it is never of 
advantage to the public. If they get cheap 
sugar they pay dearly tor something eise, and 
perhaps get unwholesome sugar, treated with 
acids, to boot. On the other hand. the trade is 
infected with a spirit of speculation, it becomes 
unsteady, and legitimate profits are forfeited. 

The principal remedy 8 for this evil is 
that ali the most respectable firms should asso- 
ciate themselves under a pledge not to sell any- 
thing under cost price, or under a certain rate 
covering the cost of putting it over the counter. 
Thomas Martindale, of the tirm of Martindale & 
Johnson, advocaics this plan. He thinks the 
lesser houses amount to notbing, and if the lead- 
ing ones united to place sugar on at least a non- 
losing basis and to resist cutting on other arti- 
cles, their action would give the trade great sta- 
bility. J. H. Consty. of South Second street, 
su ted another use for an organization. 
* great trouble,” said he, is mat there is 
no law to stop the sale of adulterated articles. 
Sugarsare sold so full of acid that the fumes, 
when a barrel is opened, would suffgcate you, 
and [have in my store a barrol of mofasses that 
Icannot put in a tin vessel, for it wouid eat 
through.

A CRY FROM THE SOUTH. 


Address to the President from the He- 
publicans of Alabama. 
By Telegraph to New York Tribune, 

WASHINGTON, March 8.—The following address 
was delivered by the signers to the President to- 
day: 

To the President: The Republicans of Alabama 
congratulate you and the American people oa 
your elevation to the highest office in their gift, 
and thank you for the patriotie sentiments ex- 
pressed in your inaugural] address. In the in- 
terests of the people of Alabama we desire to 
present to you a brief statement of their condi- 
tion, and respectfully but earnestly ask your 
careful consideration of the same. The elec- 
tion laws of Alabama open wide the door to 
fraud, and render impossible its detection and 
punishment, indorsed, as it is, by an aggressive 
and dominant minority. Indeed, those laws 


were enacted to enable this dowmi- 
nant minority to commit fraud on 
the ballot- box with impunity, and 


therefore the elections in Alabama are all worse 
than a farce. . .. Under the baneful intlu- 
ence of these laws political corruption and de- 
moralization, so prevalent in the State, have ex- 
tended to the Federal elections, and they too 
now- utterly fail to express the will and voice of 
the ple. We, therefore, earnestly desire that 
the Federal Election laws be so amended that 
every legal elector in Alabama, in common with 
the great body of the American peoplo, may, 
without molestation at any election, if he de- 
sire, cust one ballot and have that ballot honest- 
ly counted. A free and untrammeled exercise 
of the elective franchise is the right of every 
legal voter, and this right the Republicans of 
Alabama demand, 

Another sacred right of every American citi- 
zen is a fair trial by au impartial jury. We wish 
to call attenuion tothe fact that in man r- 
tions of Alabama this right is practically denied 
to tne colored citizens by their total exclusion 
from the jury-box, though many of them pos- 
sess all the qualifications required by law for 
jurors; ina word, they are excluded from the 
jury-box because of their color. 

The education of the masses “is of supreme 
importance to the South.“ Many of the people 
of Alabama are poor and ignorant without fault 
of their own, and the inadequate provisions 
made by the State, discriminatingly disbursed 
by the authorities, have tailed to aiford proper 
relief. The Republicans of Alabama have ob- 
served with unteigned pleasure that this im- 
portant subject is engaging the attention of the 
American Congress, and they hope that it may 
take form in such legisiation as may provide a 
National law for National education, that will 
extend its beneticent influences over every por- 
tion of this great Republic. In order that ail 
the peuple may equally enjoy the benign biess- 
ings of such a law, we declare it to be of the 
highest importance that ali funds 2 
by the Federal Goverument tor this purpose 
should in Alabama be controlled and disbursed 
exciusively under Federal supervision. 


The friends of good goverument in the South 
look to your Administration for protection and 
support, and the Republicans of Alabama, sub- 


jected as they have been to the severest tests of 
political intolerance and persecution, of al 
and business ostracism, bave followed with un- 
faltering fidelity the principles of the Kepub-

THE OTHER SIDE. 

A reporter of the Buffalo Courier, having 
heard that the members of the Seamen's Union 
feei uncomfortable over the action of the recent 
convention of vessel-owners at Cleveland and 
Chicago, called upon F. J. Kiokke, President of 
the Buffalo Branch of the Union, tor a statement 
of the grievances of the seamen, which that func- 
tionary gave as follows: 


“ We bold that these conventions were gotten 
up for the special purpose of attempting to 
break up our Union. The resolutions adopted 
at Cleveland mean this and nothing else. They 
say that the Seamen's Union is encroaching on 
the vessel-owners ‘with outspoken dictation,’ 
fixes the rate of sailors’ wages and the number 
of men vescels shall carry, insists that none but 
Union hands shall be shipped. and wind up with 
the statement that non-Union sailors are often 
driven from vessels by members of the Union. 
As regards the dictation by the Union and the 
question of wages, there is just this about it. 
Sallors have the right and privilege to set a 
price on their labor. in common with all classes 
of workingmen, and the Union establishes such 
wages as are warranted by the condition of the 
freight markets. When freights are dull and 
low, wages are low; and as freights advance it 
is no more than fair that wages should also ad- 
vance. But at no time has this Union asked for 
an é@xorbitant compensation for the skilled 
labor of its members. It must be remembered 
that sailors have but seven months in the year 
for following their hard vocation; and out of 
this time they tose considerable by discharge 
on arrival of a vessel at its destination, not be- 
ing reshipped until she has been unloaded and 
got 8 to start out. The Seamen's Union has 
never dictated How many men sail-vesseis 
should carry. It is a fact known to masters as 
well as to seamen that, asa rule, they do not 
carry asufficient number of hands to manage 
them in cases of emergency; but we have al- 
ways allowed our members to judge for them- 
seives whether it were best for them to ship 
where there did not seem to be a sufficient crew. 
It seems to me that legislation should be bad to 
compel vessels to carry crews according to their 
tonnage. A man risks his life In going out on a 
craft not properly manned. Our Union does 
not insist that vessels should carry nothing but 
Union men. Of course, we should like to see 
all our members employed; but we do not pre- 
vent Union men from shipping with outsiders. 
A master may hire such men as be pleases, 
and our constitution expressly forbids our 
members from interfering in any way 
with such a master or his vessel. We concede 
to each sail craft the privilege of carrying 
one green hand at such wagesas he may accept; 
andas a general thing masters have found this 
particular hand too much to be profitably car- 
ri As I have said, we discountenance all 
manner of rioting, and any member found 
guilty of interfering with the rights of others 
would be punished. I have never known an in- 
stance where non-Unrion crews have been 
threatened, or vesseis shippitig such been de- 
tained, by the action of Union men as such. 
Shipping offices have been tried in this city as 
well as in Chicago, and the result was a com- 
plete failure in every instance since the organi- 
zation of the Union, as good men found it detri- 
mental to patronize them. No sailor is admitted 
into the Union whose competence is not ap- 

rent to an investigating committee, and, as 
tis forthe true iuterests of vessel-owners to 
= their property i of able seamen, we 

ave no fear but chat our Union will continue 
to fiourish in a proper way. We ask nothing 
but good treatment and fair pay; and we are 
not willing to believe that the majority of own- 
ers of vessels will refuse us what is the right of 


ray man. 
en Mr. Klokke said that he had never 
koown of an instance where non-Union crews 
had been threatened, or vessels shipping non- 
Union men been detained, by the action of 
Union men, he was either guilty of a willful 
misstatement or he must have referred to his 
home port solely. It cannot be that he is in 
blissful ignorance of the outrageous proceed- 
ings enacted here and at Cleveland on numerous 
occasions last season. If he really referred to 
the whole chain of lakes, then be either stated 
un untruth or made a point- blank admission 
that he did not keep himself posted concerning 
what was going on outside of his jurisd:ction. 
Mr. Klokke's assertion that the Union does not 
prevent members from shipping with outsiders 
does not comport with the acts of these mem- 
bers here and at Cleveland, as well as other lake 
rts, since the organization was instituted, and 

r. Kiokke certuinly must bave been aware 
that he was guilty of shutting his eyes to the 
truthwhen he made the assertion to the re- 
porter.

SHIPYARD WORK AT RACINE.

been entirely free from the dread scourge. 

These blunders are altogether too frequent, 
and | write this to inquire whether it would not 
be advisable for the citizens of Chicago, who 
pay the salaries of these sanitary officers, to 
continue their salaries,—double them if need be 
and grant them a vacation until the scourge ot 
stnall-pox has subsided—leave the afflicted ones 
in their homes to be cared for according to the 
judgment of their own physicians, and leave 
the ambulance in the pest-house stable, that no 
unnecessary burdens may be heaped upon us.

The trial of Frank N. Sharp, the law-student, 
on the charge of insanity, was continued in the 
County Court yesterday afternoon ia the pres- 
ence of an unusually large body of spectators. 
He was represented by counsel, and made the best 
fight be could, even going so far as to take the 
stand in his own defense. His father Appeared 
as the prosecuting witness, and was also repre- 
sented by counsel, and the case was one of more 
than ordinary interest. : 

DR. J. 8. ENOX 
was the first witness, and testified that he had 
known the accused seven years. and had pre- 
scribed for him in the last few weeks. He be- 
lieved him to be insane when he last saw him, 
his symptoms being sleeplesness, suspicious that 
bis father had turued against bim, and extreme 
melancholy. He was sane at times, but in bis 


tion there were manifestations of homi- 
cidal tendencies. Care restraint, he 
thought, would restore him. He noticed the 


first radical inbim six months ago, but 
Sharp not having been a patient of bis, he knew 
very litthe of the date of his disease.

Ot mein my first times he had 
little knowledge. ana any feeling he had towards 
me. i suspect, was largely blended with abbor- 
rence and perhaps a kind of fear.

HARRIET MARTINEAU. 

“Hurriet Martineau had for some years a 
much more lively intercourse here, introduced 
by Darwin possibly, or I forget by whom, on ber 
return from Ameriea; ber book upon which was 
now in progress. Harriet had started into lion- 
hood since our first visit to London, and was 
still much run atter, by a rather feeble set of 
persons chiefly. She was not unpleasant to talk 
with for a little, though through an ear-trumpet. 

To admire 
her literary genius, or even her solidity of com- 
mon seme, was never possibile for either of us; 
but she bad a sharp eye, an imperturbable self- 
possession, and in all thmgs a swiftness of posi- 
tive decision, which joimed to her evident loyalty 
of intention, and der frank, guiieless, casy 
ways, we both liked. Her adorers, principally. 
not exciusively, poor whinnering old moneyed 
women in their weil-hung broughams, otherwise 
Idle, did ner a great deal of mischief; and in- 
deed as it proved were gradually turning ber 
fine clear bead (s0 to speak), and leading to 
sad issues for ber. Her talent, which in that 
sense was very considerable, I used to think, 
would have made her a quite shining matron of 
some big female establishment, mistress of some 
immense dress-shop, for instance (if she bad a 
dressing faculty. which pefbaps she-hadn't); but 
was totally inadequate to grapple with deep

THE DUKE OF WELLINGTON. 


Carlyle’s admiration of The Duke” is freely 
expressed in his books, especially in “ Sterling 
and the “Latter Day Pamphiets."’ It is re- 
iterated here, although it is rather surprising to 
find that the two men never excha words: 

1 was first at the 
Grange for a fe days (doing d'Ewes’ * Eiection 
to the Loug Parliament,’ 1 recollect); she wita 
me the nett year. 1 think: and there. or at Ad- 
discombe, Alveratoke, Bath House, saw on fre- 
quent enough occasions, for twelve years 
coming, or indeed for nineteen (till the second 
Lord Asnburton’s death), the choicest speci- 
mens of English aristocracy: and had no diffi- 
culty in living with them on free and al ther 
human terms, and learning from them by de- 
grees whatever they bad to teach us. Some- 
thing actually, r not very much, 
and surely not the t. To me, 1 should say, 
more than to ber, came what lessons there 
were. Human friendsnips we also had, and she 
too was a favorit with the better kind. Lord 
Lansdowne, for example, had at last discovered 
what she was; not without some amazement in 
his oid retrospective mind, | daresay! But to 
her the charm of such circles was at all times 
insignificant; human was what she looked at, 
and what she was, in all circles. Ay de mi! it is 
amingied yarn, all that of our ‘aristocratic’ 
history, and I need not enter on it here. One 
evening, ateBath House, | saw ber in a grand 

irée, softly step up, and (unnoticed as she 

t. by anybody) kiss the old Duke of 

rton’s shouider! That, perhaps,was one of 

*ttiest things [ eversaw there. ‘The Duke 
was then very old. and hitched languidly about, 
speaking only when spoken to, some wo- 
wow, gvhich perhups had little meaning in it; be 
had oa® bis Garter order. his goid-buckle stock, 
and was very clean and trim; but except mak- 
ing appearance in certain evening parties, half 
an bour in each, rhaps bardly knew what 
be was doing. ith Wellington I don't 
think either of us bad ever spokea; though 
we both esteemed him  ~heartily. 1 bad 
known his face for nearly thirty years; he also, 
1 think, had grown to know mine, 
as that of somebody who wished bim well; not 
otherwise, 1 dare say, or the proprietors name 
at all: but I have seen him gaze at me a little as 
we passed on the streets. To speak to him, with 
my nutions of bis ways of thinking, and of his 
articulate endowments, was not — — long- 
ings.

| pressiy to hear the sound of his'v@ice, and so

A DIVER FOR THE DEAD. 
New York Tribune. 

At No. 36 Cranberry street, in a small, old- 
Tashioned cottage. painted white, with green 
shutters and a small porticoin front, with green- 
painted lattice- work, over which an ivy trails 
its irregular course, lives John H. Brower, who 
bas been engaged in the business referred to for 
almost a lifetime. A Tribune reporter found the 
oldman inthe small courtyard adjoining bis 
humble home one day last week. All the objects 
in the yard were etronkly suggestive of nautical 
pursuits. An old weather-beaten, four-oared 
yawl occupied the greater part ot the little in- 
closure, while one corner was takenup bya 
couple of oars, another by a small rusty anchor, 
some Chains, and scraps. The only living occu- 
punt of the yard at the time of the reporter's 
visit was a decrepit-looking, white-haired old 
man, engaged in tinkering at the old boat. He 
suid he was John H. Brower, the person the ro- 
porter was in search of. 

“I've been in the business of grapplin' and 
divin’ fur over fifty years, for I began when I 
wus about 2), and Im nigh onto 74 now. I was 
born and bruught up in this State, and so were 
my father aud grandfather before me. I'm an 
American to the backbone. I've done grapplia’ 
aud wreckin' in the East and North Rivers, in 
the Long Island Sound, at Sandy Hook. and at 
Hell Gate, aud have always succeeded in makin’ 
u pretty good livin’ out of it, I can tell you. I've 


. raised thousands of tous of railroad iron, anchors, 


bie and little, chains, cubles, besides canal-voats, 
bodies, and rings, watches, lockets, and other 
jewelry. One of che best jobs I've ever 
had was durin’ the War, when the 
Governmeat Was buildin’ an lrou- 
clad at the Navz-Lard. Eighty-four 
steel plates, each fourteen feet long, four fect 
wide, and three inches thick, were lym' near the 
dock. The weight wus too much for the old pier, 
and she broke down, sendin’ the plates to the 
bottom of tbe Hast River. They sent for me, 
and asked me to get the plates for em. I said 1 
would, but | wanted $10 for each plate 1 got out. 
They were satisfied, and | went to work. Well. 
Brower,’ said the Capt'in, ‘1 s' pose it'll take you 
a couple o days to get one o them plates up.“ 
‘Days?’ said J. *Jest you come back in an 
hour ur an houran’ a half, an' I'll show you 
something!" He laughs kinder, and walks off, 
thinkin’ i'ma blowin’. Weil, I jest got my grap- 
pilin’ hooks round them plates, and when the 
Cuptin came back | hed three on the pier. I 
jeat tell rou be opened his eyes. 

A cunai- boat tull of coal iaying in her dock 
got a bole stove in her by a steamboat runnin’ 
into her, and was sunk. I got the job of liftin’ 
her and gettin’ out her cargo, if possible. It 
was mighty hard work, but get her up I did, 
and, by bucketsfull, every pound of coal in her.

The English Government (date not mentioned) 
allowed three criminals, condemued to death, to 
choose between being hung, or to live exclusive- 
ly on tea, coffee, or chocolate, without adding 
any other nourishment whatever, or being per- 
mitted to drink any other liquid.

The one who 
lived on coffee lasted two years. But the man 
of tea eujoyed existence for three years. Balzac 
adds detuils of the particular way in which each 
died, but they would hardly be welcome at the 
dinner or breakfast table.

THE GRAIN INVESTIGATION. 


Fault iu Our Ratliroad 
Commission and 


The Radical 
and Warehouse 
Grain Inspection. 

To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune, 

CHICAGO, March 10.—The one prominent, 
sulient, and undisguised fact developed by the 
recent investigation at Springfield of the Grain- 
Inspection Department at Chicago, as shown by 
the testimony, is that the said Inspection De- 
partment is wholly without a practical, com- 
petent head. 

The defense has attempted to show only that 
tne Chief Inspector was once or twice at the 
tracks where grain is inspected; that he might 
be found at times in his office; and that, in the 
opinion of the witnesses, he bad some executive 
ability’ (ability with the Executive); but it is 
remarkable that the defense did not undertake 
to prove that the Chief Inspector was or isa 
practical, expert judge of grain, or competent 
to inspect it. The same is true as to the compe- 
tency of the Commissioners. 

The defense has tried to show that there are 
certain things which the Commissioners bave 
not done, but has omitted to prove any valuable 
service performed by them. 

The stream cannot rise higher than the 
fountain, and the servant cannot be expected 
to know more than his master. 

Does not the whole difficulty rest in the fact 
that the Commissioners have not had the skilled 
training and experience that are absolutely nec- 
essary to fit them for the intelligent and proper 
disonarte of their duties? 

The law virtually puts the whole matter of 
the inspection of grain at Chicago under their 
direction and supervision. Hav ing assumed tne 
discharge of th duty, they must have expected 
criticism of their public official work. It is well 
known to every one in the grain trade that it re- 
quires many years of faithful appiication and 
study to fit an ordinarily bright man to become 
a good judge of grain, and but few ever become 
experts. 

In view of this acknowledged fact,is there 
not great impropriety in the appointment of 
wholly inexperienced men to the office of Hail- 
way and Warehouse Commissioner; and impro- 
priety (mingled with arrogance)in the accept- 
ance of such a trust by such men? 

Suppose the justiy famous Cunard Steamship 
Company should place in command of their 
spiendid liners.“ say of one an architect, of 
another a lumberman, and of another a pro- 
fessor of theo Wben oue steamer had split 
on the rocks of Nova Scotia, another bad strand- 
ed olf the chalky cliffs of Albion, and the third 
bad been sailed to “the unknown sea,” and 
when the Committee of Investigation had 
been duly appointed, should not their rst ques- 
tion be, Which do you consider most repre- 
hensible, the appointment of inexperienced 
men to such positions of trust, or their willing- 
ness to accept such special duties? Should 
much time be wasted in talking about the com- 
mon sailors? 

Now, it is as clear as noonday to every pract- 
ical grain-merchant that no one is worthy or 
competent to undertake the responsible duties 
of a Railway and Warehouse Commissioner for 11 
linois, as the law defines these duties, unless he 
has had years special training and experi- 
ence exactly suited to it him for the place. It 
is also clear that it must be a training and an 
experience vastiy different from such us mass 
themselves around a real-estate agency. or a 
live-stock farm. 

Why, then, must the mighty agricultural in- 
terests of Illinois and of the whole Northwest 
and the commercial interests of Chicago be 
hampered and jeopardized by the incom petenucy 
of public officials, who tix the grade on over 
140,000,000 bushels of grain annually, and vir- 
tually fix the value, not only of this alone, but 
of many millions more? 

The incongistency, the barm, and the outrage 
of incompetency from the want of skilled knowl- 
edge on the part of the incumbents of such a 
post is enough to cause “the stones to rise in 
mutiny.” Thisis a basis on which all grain- 
dealers, receivers or shippers are or should be 


agreed. 

‘The transportation-rights of the people of 
Illinois are another matter intrusted almost 
wholly to these Commissioners. It is a science 
in itself, and the corporate railway companies of 
lilinois have in their service the best minds and 
brightest intellects in the State. Into this 
arena Illinois sends Commissioners who have 
never been known as shippers of property, and 
who have never experimentally grappied with 
the transportation problem to the extent of hav- 
ing paid $100 for freight-service during their 
natural lives. They are without even the theo- 
retical knowledge of their duties that the pro- 
Teasion of the law would give them. 

Now, What is the result of the two or more 
years’ service of such Commissioners in the 
Transportation Department? Nothing, abso- 
lutely nothing, but studied somnolency. The 
railways publish notices of illegal terminal 
charges to be exacted, and then proceed to exact 
these charges year in and year out until, one 
witness says. $500,000 annualiy ot these ille- 
gal exactions have been taken from tbe very 
people who pay these Commissioners their fat 
salaries. 

In cases where complaints have been! ed 
with the Commissioners they replied that they 
* would see about it; but, in the majority of 
cases, the Commissioners say to the trade, * You 
failed to build pontouu- bridges for us, aud there- 
fore should not expect auy help from us.“ This 
is a sbirking evasion of the letter and spirit of 
the law, as any one will see who cares to inform 
himself as to the duties, not privileges, of these 
Commissioners as laid down in the statute. 

Would aay member of the present Committee 
at Springfield cali, to guard bis physical heaith, 
in case of need, a doctor (however bravely his 
sign might read Physician, Surgeon, etc., ete.), 
if he knew that, all bis life long up to last week, 
the said doctor had been a butcher ora bilack- 
smith? If the State of Illinois needed a Surgeon- 
General to care for ber sons in Canip and on the 
tield of battle. and a real-estate agent. wholly 
without knowledge of medicine or surgery, bad 
“secu the appointment,“ and came smilingly 
up to be “contirmed,”’ ought the Seuvate to vote 
affirmatively? Truly, there would wisdom 
and economy in such action compared w in- 
trusting toany but the most skilled and com- 
petent hands the great work that Lilinois com- 
mits to ber Railway and Warehouse Commis- 
sioners. .
